The Library has received during the year, donations

During the past year my office as School Supt. has been in many 
respects a very pleasont one. After spending about twenty-five 
terms in schoul work it has been very agreeable to me to continued 
connection in this way with the teachers and pupils. 


SCHOOLS. 

I have been more than pleased with the interest shown and am 
suze that I never saw better work in the country schools than I 
have seen in some of them this year. The most of them have bcen 
graded which has enabled both teacher aud pupil to work to the best 
advantage and in many of them I noticed the good effect of our 
‘Teachers Institute. 


TEACHERS. 

I think that the teachers have all worked conscientously and some 
have done extra good work. I heartily approve of the interest they 
have taken in visiting other schools and trying in every way to learn 
something from their fellow teachers to assist them in their teaching. 
Two the teachers also attended the Summer Institute at Plymouth in 
August and we hope that next August more of our teachers will 
fullow their example. | 


TEXT BOOKS. 

I have taken an inventory of the text books and find that we have 
595 books in use, in each of which I have placed a paster on which 
is the No. of the book and the name of the child using it and an 
account of the same is kept by the teacher and by myself. There- 
fore there is not a text book in town but that I can locate by refer- 
ing to my reeord. 
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We consider this plan more economical as well as more convenient. 

We have bought 65 new Geographies and a few other books this 
year of which we were sorely in need and will be obliged to replace 
our Arithmetics with as many new ones next year as those now in the 
schools are unfit for use. When we make this change, all of our 
text books will be in a very good condition. 


PARENTS. 

We think that nearly all of the parents have co-operated with 
the teachers, but regret to say that there are a few who have not 
shown the desired interest in the attendance of their children as 
well as in their obedience in the school rooms. 

We know that a teacher can do far better work if she feels that 
she has the sympathy and support of the parents. 

Thanking the teachers and pupils for the kindness and courtesy 
they have shown me, also my friends who kindly intrusted to me 
this office I herewith submit my first annual report.
